Church  heads 
release 
finance  plans 

Brigham  Young  University  must 
raise  half  of  the  $900,000  needed 
to  construct  the  new  fieldhouse, 
it  was  announced  Monday  by  the 
first  presidency  of  the  LDS 
church. 

Construction  will  begin  as  soon 
as  architectural  plans  are  ap- 
proved, with  the  Church  advan- 
cing $100,000  for  this  purpose,  it 
was  learned. 

The  pattern  for  financing  the 
new  fieldhouse  will  be  similar  to 
the  one  used  by  the  Church  in 
building  wards  and  other  Church 
buildings  of  this  kind.  The  univ- 
ersity is’ expected  to  furnish  half 
of  the  money  with  alumni  and 
other  of  its  friends  helping  out 
to  provide  the  needed  funds. 

The  Church  will  advance 
$100,000  now  to  get  the  construct- 
ion started  as  soon  as  possible 
and  it  will  be  up  to  the  Univer- 
sity to  provide  a like  amount 
within  a reasonable  amount  of 
time. 

It  is  hoped  through  this  plan 
that  the  fieldhouse  will  be  ready 
for  use  in  time  for  the  basktball 
season  beginning  next  December. 
The  remainder  of  the  $450,000  to 
be  furnished  by  the  University 
will  be  raised  in  a like  manner 
fromi  all  alumni  and  friends  of 
the  school.

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“I  have  tried  democracy  on  this  campus  (LACC)  and  it  didn’t 
work.  Now  I will  try  autocracy.” 

So  spoke  former  university  president  Howard  S.  McDonald  who 
is  currently  battling  one  of  the  biggest  educational  problems  in  the 
nation.  We  learned  from  a clipping  from  the  Los  Angeles  Mirror, 
(sensational  bent  tabloid  of  the  Southern  California  area)  that  the 
BYU’s  ex-president  is  apparently  earning  every  cent  of  his  $15,000 
salary  in  trying  to  untangle  the  internal  differences  of  the  Los 
Anglees  City  College  and  Los  Angeles  State  College. 

It  all  started  some  weeks  ago  when  the  LACC  intelligentsia  rose 
up  in  red  wrath  over  the  loyalty  oath  that  was  supposedly  jeopard- 
izing the  freedom  of  the  educators  at  neighboring  UCLA  and  UC 
at  Berkeley.  Apparently  the  soap  box  orations  were  carried  too  far 
by  the  LACC  group  because 
McDonald  told  the  student  council 
to  forget  these  issues  that  were 
“none  of  their  business”  and  linb- 
it  their  discussions  to  campus 
matters.  He  suggested  that  any 
discussion  other  than  the  cam- 
pus cleanup  program  and  the 
school’s  winning  basketball  team 
was  “just  wasting  time.” 

Because  they  felt  that  the  re- 
stricting of  discussions  to  parties 
and  ball  games  was  channeling 
interests  to  subversive  groups,  the 
student  council  counter- acted 
with  a mass  resignation.  It  was  in 
a meeting  following  this  that 
President  McDonald  was  reported 
to  have  made  the  statement  re- 
garding “autocracy.” 

Being  fairly  familiar  with  the 
Los  Angeles  school  we  can  sym- 
pathize with  the  school  leader  in 
many  respects.  Besides  being 
focal  point  for  radical  groups,  the 
institution  has  become  known  for 
its  heavy  pollution  of  Reds. 
Whether  they’re  Red,  white  or 
blue  doesn’t  make  much  diff- 
erence to  us,  but  it  does  indicate 
to  us  that  some  of  the  bigger  colleges  of  our  day  have  a hard  time 
keeping  faculty  and  students  under  close  scrutiny  in  the  fight  for 
new  thought  and  new  systems.  It  goes  without  saying  that  the  word 
“liberal”  has  beep  kicked  to  death  on  most  campuses  and  at  times 
it  looks  as  anyone  who  toes  the  traditional  party  lines  is  tottering 
around  in  the  gay  ’90’s. 

But  by  now  we  hope  things  have  quieted  down  for  the  ad- 
ministrator. Perhaps  the  council  has  been  re-seated  and  President 
McDonald  can  turn  his  attention  to  the  other  administrative  problems 
of  the  school. 

Yes  sir,  we’ll  bet  there  are  times  when  the  Y’s  faculty  and 
fieldhouse  problems  look  mighty  small  when  sized  up  against  the 
metropolitan  complexities. 


Tennis  etiquette  vanishes  as 
BYU  sportsmen  hinder  players 

Several  hundred  loyal  Cougar  rooters  helped  inaugurate  the 
new  university  tennis  courts  last  Tuesday,  April  18,  when  the  local 
net  crew  edged  the  neighboring  Utes  5-4  in  one  of  the  most  exciting 
meets  ever  witnessed  in  Provo. 

Although  the  Brigham  Young  teams  in  golf,  baseball  and  track 
attract  many  spectators,  no  spring  sport  lures  more  fans  at  BYU 
than  tennis. 

The  only  regrettable  part  of  the  meet  was  due  to  the  fans,  the 
same  fans  that  at  the  same  time  must  be  commended  for  their 
interest. 

Two  Utah  netmen  were  overheard  after  the  matches 
bitterly  blasting  the  Cat  rooters.  “Never  have  I seen  a crowd 
that  were  such  lousy  sports!”  one  said.  No  matter  how 
gentleman-like  the  Brighamjs  were  on  the  court,  the  Utca 
who  participated  will  remember  the  defeat  with  malice. 

The  worst  part  of  the  whole  incident  is  that  the  visitors 
blame  their  loss  partially  on  the  fans. 

The  poor  showing  of  the  crowd  can  probably  be  excused  by  an 
ignorance  plea,  yet  downright  rudeness  was  evident  at  times. 

It  is  clearly  evident  that  BYU  students  need  a lesson  in  tennis 
etiquette.  It  must  be  rememberd  that  tennis  unlike  any  other  major 
sport  is  not  one  of  audience  participation.  It  is  a hard  game  to  watch, 
for  feelings  must,  for  the  most  part,  be  kept  strictly  subdued. 

The  tennis  skill  demands  complete  concentration  and  a perfect 
mental  attitude.  It  is  a game  of  “Lord  Fauntleroy”  etiquette.  If  the 
athletes  themselves  had  their  way,  they  would  play  in  complete 
silence,  interrupted  only  on  a spectacular  play,  and  then  by  hand 
applause. 

The  following  rules  should  be  strictly  observed  by  fans: 

1.  There  should  be  no  chatter  or  other  distracting  noise 
by  spectators  during  the  meet. 

2.  “Mouth-cheering”  during  or  after  a point  is  taboo. 
Applause,  and  only  hand  clapping,  is  permissible  after  a 
point  that  warrants  praise. 

3.  Horn-honking  at  any  time  is  out  of  place.  Even  though 
a point  may  be  over  on  one  court,  the  neighboring  court  may 
still  have  a ball  in  play. 

4.  Talking  to  players  during  a match  is  the  most  assunine 
things  that  a spectator  can  do.  Fans  may  wish  to  show  the 
crowd  that  they  are  chummy  with  the  net  stars  and  offer 
words  of  wisdom  to  their  heroes,  but  there  is  nothing  that 
the  players  hate  more  than  a “nice  shot  Dick”  at  the  end 
of  a point.  All  mouth  applause  should  be  left  to  the  opposing 
player,  who  according  to  the  Lawn  Tennis  Association 
rules  is  free  to  congratulate  his  opponent. 

5.  Fans  must  not  call  shots.  Determining  of  fairness  of 
a shot  is  up  entirely  to  the  referees. 

6.  Heckling  is  one  of  the  surest  signs  of  a poor  sport. 
While  the  raspberry  is  standard  equipment  with  baseball, 
it  is  not  thought  of  in  the  "pressed  pants”  gamie  of  tennis. 

In  fact,  a truly  fair  crowd  should  be  basically  non-partisan 
and  applaud  nice  shots  for  each  team. 

7.  Anyone  who  inquires  the  score  of  a player  is  labeled 
“snarf”  immediately.  Besides  distracting  the  player,  it  might 
irritate  the  referee  who  announces  the  standing  score  at  the 
end  of  every  point. 

Facilities  are  very  poor  as  far  as  the  fans  are  concerned,  and 
undoubtedly  steps  will  soon  be  taken  to  alter  this  situation.  Until 
such  time  as  bleachers  are  erected,  spectators  must  try  even  harder 
not  to  make  themselves  obnoxious  to  the  tennis  players.

With  student  body  elections  just  a song  and  dance  away  we  give 
vent  to  an  irresistible  urge  to  caustically  comment  on  this  annual 
affair.  Every  year  the  campus  endures  a couple  of  weeks  of  turmoil 
and  ‘hoo-ha’  that  leaves  the  lawns  littered  and  ego-less  ‘next-bests’ 
strewn  all  over  the  place. 

Our  first  observation  is  that  most  of  our  candidates  for  office 
have  a natural  tendency  to  turn  the  elections  into  a popularity  poll 
for  campus  socialites.  The  elements  of  capabilities  and  unselfish  de- 
sires are  generally  forgotten  in  rush  for  cardboard  and  paint  The 
fact  that  a person  may  be  a sparkling  wit  in  social  gatherings  doesn’t 
mean  that  he  is  leadership  caliber.  The  fact  that  a candidate  is 
easily  confused  with  Victor  Mature  doesn’t  mean  his  abilities  to 
direct  student  affairs  is  any  greater  than  the  campus  Ichabod  Crane. 

We’ve  been  in  position  to  watch  some  of  our  blue  and 
white  sweater  bearers  during  the  last  year  and  it  greaves 
us  to  report  tl^at  a few  of  them  are  ‘goof  offs’  of  the  first 
water.  They  have  given  little  in  the  form  of  constructive 
action  and  taken  considerable  from  the  office.  These  cases 
may  be  few,  but  everyone  of  them  was  voted  into  the  Job 
in  good  faith. 

Everyone  has  his  own  idea  on  what  qualities  go  into  making 
a good  officer,  but  there  are  a couple  of  criteria  we  feel  worth  ment- 
ioning.

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Map  of  Nauvoo 
discovered, 
was  a doormat 

The  Mormon  trek  across  the 
western  plains  produced  an  abun- 
dance of  historical  gems.  One  of 
the  most  valuable  treasures  of 
this  “period  art”  was  discovered 
several  years  ago  in  an  Orem 
farmhouse. 

A pioneer  piece  of  art,  in  the 
form  of  a board  etching,  it  was 
being  used  as  a doormat  by  an 
unsuspecting  farmer. 

Harrison  R.  Merrill,  one 
time  editor  of  the  Improve- 
ment Era  discovered  the  mas- 
terpiece which  is  an  etching 
of  Nauvoo,  111.  The  historical 
map  now  rests  samel  y in  the 
Brigham  Young  University 
Press  department. 

The  etching  is  the  size  of  a 
newspaper  page  and  is  mounted 
on  a regular  printing  mounting 
hoard.  After  printing,  it  was  to 
have  been  tinted  with  water  col- 
ors and  framed.  This  is  evident 
because  of  a chart  found  on  the 
lower  right  hand  comer  of  the 
map. 

The  press  department  has  at- 
tempted to  preserve  the  gem,  and 
has  run  off  copies  of  it  on  a 
modem  press.  The  ancient  en- 
graving reproduces  excellently. 

In  the  upper  left  hand  cor- 
ner of  the  map  there  is  a pic- 
ture of  the  Nauvoo  temple, 
and  in  the  lower  left  corner 
is  a picture  of  the  Mormon 
prophet  Joseph  Smith  as  lieu- 
tenant governor  of  the  Nau- 
voo legion.  All  blocks  are 
numbered  and  divided  into 
quarters.  All  streets  are  nam- 
ed and  even  the  bluffs  are 
pictured. 

The  Mississippi  River  curves 
around  a portion  of  the  land 
Which  comprises  the  main  resi- 
dential district.  Just  behind  this 
area  on  a bluff,  stood  the  Latter- 
day  Saint  Temple. 

An  old  copy  of  the  engraving 
is  preserved  in  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
office  building  in  Salt  Lake  City.

In  order  to  comply  with  the 
regulations  regarding  the  amend- 
ments to  the  Associated  Women 
Students  constitution,  the  follow- 
ing articles  are  printed  for  the 
purpose  of  familiarizing  the  girls 
with  the  proposed  changes. 

Two  weeks  after  the  publicat- 
ion of  these  amendments,  AWS 
elections  can  be  held  to  ratify 
the  measures. 

Article  V Administration 

Section  1.  All  functions  of  A.W.S.  shall 
be  administered  by  the  officers  of  the 
organization  and  the  A.  W.  S.  Council. 
These  officers  include  president,  vice 
president,  secretary,  and  treasurer. 

Section  2.  The  Counselor  for  Women 
shall  serve  as  advisor  to  A.W.S. 

Article  V I Officers 

Section  1.  Qualifications  for  Office. 

a.  All  candidates  for  any  A.  W.  S.  of- 
fice shall  have  a minimlm  grade  point 
average  of  1.5. 

b.  Candidates  for  the  office  of  Pres- 
ident shall  be  incoming  senior  women 
who  have  served  on  a minimum  of  one 
major  A.  W.  S.  Committee  or  on  the 
A.  W.  S.  Council,  or  have  been  under 
officers  of  A.  W.  S. 

Article  vn  A.W.S.  Council 

Section  1.  Composition. 

a.  The  A.  W.  S.  Council  shall  con- 
sist of  the'  A.W.S.  officers  plus  three 
(3)  sophomore,  six  (6)  junior,  and 
three  (3)  senior  women  and  the  pres- 
ident and  vice  president  of  the  Fresh- 
man A.  W.  S.  organization. 

b.  At  the  time  of  selection,  a min- 
imum of  four  (4)  of  the  twelve  (12) 
Council  members  shall  be  unaffiliated, 
a maximum  of  four  (4)  shall  be  af- 
filiated with  social  units,  and  a max- 
imum of  four  (4)  with  Lambda  Delta 


plus  one  member  from  each  class  of 
the  outgoing  Council  shall  nominate  ten 
(10)  sophomore,  fifteen  (15)  junior,  and 
ten  (10)  senior  women. 

b.  Incoming  and  outgoin  gofficers  to- 
gether shall  select  the  Council  from 
these  nominations.  In  all  cases  the  in- 
coming officers  shall  have  final  auth- 
ority. 

Section  3.  Duties 

a.  All  members  of  the  Council  will 
be  required  to  attend  all  Council  meet- 
ings with  a minimum  of  one  unexcused 
absence  per  quarter. 

b.  A member  of  the  A.  W.  S.  Council 
shall  serve  as  a member  of  each  A.  W.  S. 
committee. 

c.  The  Council  together  shall  deter- 
mine A.W.S.  activities  for  the  current 
year. 

d.  The  Council  shall  recommend  com- 
mittee chairmen  and  successors  for 


necessary. 

A fee  of  not  more  than  fifty 
cents  per  person  will  be  coll- 
ected for  the  purchase  of  the 
food.  In  the  event  of  inclement 
weather  a new  date  will  be  ar- 
ranged. All  students  are  invited 
to  attend  as  it  is  hoped  that  this 
party  will  become  an  annual  af- 
fair.

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It’s  been  quite  a while  since  the  last  Skoops.  We  wanted  to  wait 
till  the  effects  of  the  last  one  blew  over.

It  was  a busy  day  for  sports  fans  last  Saturday.  The  rush  from 
the  stadium  to  Timp  Park  resembled  Kipling’s  charge  of  the  400.  It 
did  seem  a shame  to  schedule  two  events  so  closely  together  that 
legerdemain  was  essential  if  a student  wanted  to  see  both.

In 
fairness  to  them  it  must  be  said  that  even  Coach  Robison 
was  surprised  by  the  excellent  performances  of  some  of  his 
young  men. 

Perhaps  the  most  heart-warming  blue  and  white  victory 
of  the  day  was  Tom  Howells’  triumph  in  the  880.  Tom,  a 
former  letterman,  zipped  past  Aggie  ace  Carvel  Jackson 
coming  off  the  last  turn  and  really  turned  on  the  steam 
to  rack  up  five  points  for  the  home  team.  And  none  of  the 
fans  were  as  pleased  with  Tom’s  victory/  as  his  teamamtes, 
who  were  pulling  for  him  especially  hard. 

We  haven’t  checked  past  records  too  cosely,  but  the  Cougars’ 
sweep  of  the  individual  flat  races  must  stand  as  some  sort  of  mark. 
The  long  and  short  were  handled  by  Chadwick  and  Steffensen,  and 
Lee  Bartlett,  a picture  runner,  teamed  with  Howells  to  turn  in 
middle  distance  wins. 

The  field  events  and  the  hurdles  were  a different  matter  com- 
pletely. Coach  Robison’s  plight  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  two 
of  his  freshman  tracksters  can  throw  the  discus  farther,  quite  a 
bit  farther,  than  any  of  his  varsity  men. 

Big  Boyd  Jarman,  frosh  basketball  star,  had  the  fans 
staring  hard  as  he(  lofted  the  discus  back  to  the  contestants, 
show  ng  good  form  and  getting  nearly  as  much  distance 
as  the  Aggie  point  winners.  And  Larry  Hancock  is  equally 
adept  in  the  event. 

It’s  the  same  story  in  the  hurdles  whercj  lanky  Aldin 
Porter,  former  Idaho  prep  star,  has  turned  in  times  superior 
to  the  varsity’s  best  in  both  the  high!  and  low  stick  events. 

And  thqn  they  wonder  why  coaches  get  gray.

Well,  as  it  turned  out,  that  “rumor”  that  BYU  would  have  to 
put  up  half  the  cash  for  the  proposed  $900,000  field  house  turned 
out  to  be  more  than  a rumor.  As  a matter  of  fact,  it  was  the 
straight  scoop,  confirmed  officially  by  the  First  Presidency  of  the 
LDS  church  in  a news  release  Monday. 

The  news  came  as  a distinct  disappointment  for  several  reasons. 
First  it  meant  a probable  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  much-needed 
structure.  That  is  unless  the  school  can  raise  its  $450,000  half  in  a 
rather  short  time.  As  the  matter  stands,  the  LDS  church  has 
appropriated  $100,000  to  get  construction  underway.  If  the  school 
can  raise  its  share  quickly  enough,  the  building  will  probably  be 
speedily  finished.  If  not,  it’s  Springville  again,  fellow  sufferers. 

The  Church’s  announcement  explained  that  in  the  con- 
struction of  LDS  chapels  it  is  customary  for  the  home  ward 
to  furnish  half  of  the  necessary  amount.  Which  brings  us 
to  our  second  point. 

The  fieldhouse  has  been  treated  as  a sort  of  black  sheep. 
While  the  nefw  Science  Building  was  paid  for  completely 
by  church  funds,  the  fieldhouse,  to  our  mind  an  equally 
essential  school  building,  will  be  handled  in  the  manner 
outlined.  Evidently  the  authorities  do  not  fe)el  that  the 
fieldhouse  is  just  another  school  building,  but  regard  it  as 
a community  project.  That’s  the  inference  we  drew  from 
the  announcement. 

At  any  rate,  the  decision,  for  better  or  worse,  has  been  made 
and  it’s  up  to  school  organizations  to  raise  the  necessary  funds.

Track  and  field  competition  for 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
Cougars  shifts  to  the  state  cap- 
itol  Saturday  afternoon,  when  the 
University  of  Utah  Indians  en- 
tertain the  once-beaten  Cat  Cin- 
der crew. 

This  will  be  the  first  confer- 
ence outing  for  the  Utes,  who  cap- 
tured the  Idaho  State  College 
Relays  last  weekend  in  Pocatello 
last  weekend.  Coach  Pete  Couch 
and  his  Salt  Lakes  aren’t  any 
threat  for  the  Skyline  Six  crown 
this  season,  but  they  are  capable 
of  grabbing  off  their  sliare  of 
points  in  any  track  meet. 

Brigham  Young  made  an 
exceptionally  good  showing 
against  Utah  State  last  Sat- 
urday, and  from  perform- 
ance the  Cougars  have  to  be 
regarded  in  just  about  the 
same  class  as  the  Utes. 

Both  BYU  and  Utah  are 
weak  and  strong  in  almost 
the  same  events,  so  Saturday’s 
meet  should  shape  up  as  a 
hot  contest.  Lack  of  strength 
'in  the  field  events  on  the 
part  of  the  U.  of  U.  and  the 
“Y”  gives  the  Utah  State  Ag- 
gies a definite  advantage  over 
her  sister  schools  in  the  west- 
ern division. 

With  Dave  Chadwick  and  Lee 
Nichols  on  the  dast  line,  the  Cats 
seem  to  have  an  edge  over  the 
Utes  there.  The  quarter-mile  looks 
good  for  the  locals,  with  Lee 
Bartlett  capable  of  a 50.5  or  bet- 
ter race.  Don  Perkins  is  the  Ute 
choice  in  the  440. 

Walt  Steffensen,  BYU  and  Mel 
Freebairn,  Utah,  will  hook  up  in 
one  and  two-mie  duels  that  may 
well  be  the  highlight  of  the 
meet.  Freebairn  has  the  advan- 
tage of  experience,  but  Steffensen 
is  a comer  and  will  be  hard  to 
beat,  especially  in  the  four  lapper. 
Keith  Tollstrup,  Utah’s 
hurdle  ace,  is  back  and  stall 
roling  over  the  timbers.  The 
two  hurdle  races  are  the 
weakest  point  of  an  otherwise 
fairly  strong  Cougar  spike 
team. 

Harry  Burchell,  shot  put,  are 
Marv  Hess,  high  jump  and 
Harry  Burchell,  shot  put,  are 
rated  along  with  other  as 
the  most  likely  Redskin  per- 
formers to  succeed  Saturday. 
Coach  Clarence  Robison,  if  he 
exepcts  to  bring  home  a Redskin 
scalp  for  the  Y trophy  case,  will 
have  to  get  a good  deal  of  sup- 
port from  Hal  Norton,  javelin; 
Jim  Hill,  pole  vault;  Norman 
Wing,  high  jump  and  George  Mc-

The  Cougars  have  the  stuff  and 
if  performances  are  up  to  par 
they  may  capture  a track  victory 
this  Saturday  afternoon  in  Salt 
Lake.
